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Dismay as repairs finish date put back yet again

AN MP and councillor have hit 
out at news that the comple¬ 
tion of roadworks which have 
caused chaos on surrounding 
roads for most of this year, 
will be further delayed. 

Repair work on the link road off the 
M6 on to the M5 in West Bromwich 
will now be completed in December - 
six months later than expected, High¬ 
ways England has announced. 

This is the second delay on the major works, 
which should have finished by June initially, 
then November. 

Highways England blamed unforeseen cir¬ 
cumstances for delaying waterproofing work 
on the ageing viaduct to December. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz called for a re¬ 
think to get the slip road reopen, and promised 
to raise it with a minister. 

She said: “I am appalled that having raised 
this issue just after the slip road was due to be 
open in May that we are still waiting. 

“It is unacceptable that with their expertise 
they were unable to foresee this situation. 

“None of the people from Highways England 
I met actually live in the area and do not ap¬ 
preciate the difficulties my constituents have to 
face every day. I put forward some suggestions 
in relation to Junction 7 that should ease the 
situation and hope to get a positive response.” 

Frustrating 

Wednesbury North Councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan said: “I’m bitterly disappointed that this 
has been going on so long.” 

In response, Highways England project man¬ 
ager Jess Kenny said: “We understand this has 
been frustrating for drivers, but unfortunately, 
there was no way for us to tell the full extent 
of the damage until we’d already started work. 

“We were only able to assess the true extent 
of the concrete damage and the steel corrosion 
inside the structure once we had removed the 
surface. While the amount of damage is roughly 
as much as we predicted, the most damaged 
areas are over the parts which carry the weight 
of the viaduct, which are crucial to the integrity 
of the bridge. So repairs have to be done with 
painstaking precision and care to prevent the 
bridge becoming weak.” 

The waterproofing work is being carried out 
between the M6 junction 8 at Walsall to the 
south and the M5 at West Bromwich. 

The Junction 9 southbound slip road at 
Wednesbury has been closed since January, 
causing long tailbacks on connecting roads and 
neighbouring junctions.

And while Demmi and Lottie Bourne en¬ 
joyed riding on their pretty pink bikes, their 
identical sister Jaycie struggled to join in 
the cycling fun due to having spina bifida. 
But that all changed after a campaign was 
launched to raise funds for a specially adapted 
bicycle for Jaycie, who is currently unable to 
walk. And now playtime has got a whole let 
better as she can cycle alongside her sisters. 

Mother Kelley Bourne decided to hold a fun 


day to raise funds for the special bike, which 
makes it much easier for Jaycie. 

Ms Bourne said: “The fun day was abso¬ 
lutely fantastic and we raised more than what 
we thought we could. It allowed us to order 
the bike a week before her actual birthday, 
so she could get out and play on it on the day. 
She absolutely loves the bike and is up and 
down the street with her sisters every day. 
The great thing is it benefits her legs as well.” 

Jaycie’s condition is caused by a gap in the 
spine which can lead to paralysis of the legs. 
She is currently unable to walk and is await¬ 


ing an operation to straighten her feet. More 
than £1,400 was raised at the fun day, held at 
The Croft Pub in Wednesbury. 

The day featured children’s entertainment 
and Frozen mascots Elsa and Olaf. The spe¬ 
cially adapted bike allows Ms Bourne to push 
Jaycie while she plays with her sisters. It cost 
around £1,000 and is similar to a normal bi¬ 
cycle in colour and features. 

“The bike is pink and has streamers off 
the handle bars,” Ms Bourne explained. “It 
has a bag on the back with accessories and a 
bike pump. She goes out on the field across

Cherry picker falls 
off the back of lorry 

A CHERRY picker fell from the back of 
a lorry after striking a bridge, blocking 
a road for more than an hour. 

Firefighters were called to ensure the 
machinery was not posing a danger 
after the inci¬ 
dent on Monday 
at around 9am. 

Park Lane, in 
Castle Vale, Bir¬ 
mingham was 
partially blocked 
after the picker 
hit the under¬ 
side of a railway 
bridge. 

It tipped off 
the back of the 
lorry and smashed into fencing at the 
site of the road. No-one was injured in 
the crash but queues did form in the 
road in the aftermath. 

Engineers were called to assess the 
safety of the bridge but it was found to 
have no structural damage despite the 
heavy impact. Crews from Erdington 
fire station were called to check on the 
safety of the stricken vehicle. 

Twenty litres of diesel spilled on to 
the road way and was mopped up 
using soil and absorbent pads.

Fines warning in 
call over parking 

A NEW appeal has been made for parents 
to park safely outside Sandwell schools. 
More than 2,700 fines have been handed 
out since ‘camera cars’ hit problem park¬ 
ing hotspots in the borough. 

The cars are equipped with CCTV equip¬ 
ment to clock number plates of vehicles 
parked ‘dangerously’. Motorists have been 
hit with £70 fines if they have been found to 
be parking illegally. 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor Dar¬ 
ren Cooper, issued a fresh warning as the 
scheme prepares to mark it first anniver¬ 
sary. “Now the kids are back for the new 
school year, this is an appeal to every¬ 
one who picks up or drops off children at 
schools in Sandwell,” he said. “The mes¬ 
sage is a simple one. Please park safely, or 
you risk getting a fine in the post.”

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Jail for man who snatched

A DANGEROUS predator who snatched 
a nine-year-old girl off a Black Country 
street as she walked home from Sunday 
prayers has been jailed for four-and-a-half 
years. 

Edward Burns struck at lunchtime in 
Belmont Road, Bearwood, shortly after the 
child got off a bus. 

The 38-year-old with no history of of¬ 
fences against children was carrying the 
screaming and struggling girl down an al¬ 
leyway leading to his flat when a woman 
saw what was happening and shouted at 
him. He dropped the victim and fled but 
the victim’s detailed description of the cul¬ 


prit led to him being traced and arrested 
within days of the March 29 kidnap. 

Recorder Nicholas Cartwright told 
Burns as the sentence was passed at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court: “It is pure good 
fortune that this woman intervened. I con¬ 
clude there was a sexual motive behind 
this kidnapping and I am driven to the 
conclusion that this was not going to be 
trivial sexual activity. This little girl must 
have been terrified.” The girl was knocked 
to the ground between two parked cars as 
Burns fell on top of her. 

She was pinned face down and unable to 
cry out for help before he picked her up, 


girl, nine 

carried her across the road and down the 
alley where they were spotted. 

Burns from Bearwood Road, Bearwood, 
admitted kidnap. He will have to serve at 
least two thirds of his prison sentence and 
will then be monitored under licence for 
a further six and a half years, five years 
more than would normally be the case be¬ 
cause he was of the risk he represents. 

Detective Constable Luke Stephens said: 
“The child was very brave and gave us a 
detailed description of the man who at¬ 
tacked her. I would also like to thank the 
public spirited actions of the woman who 
intervened and helped the child.” 



Banned driver jailed 
over soldier tragedy 


A BANNED driver who sped through 
a red light at nearly 70mph and 
ploughed straight into a soldier’s car, 
killing him instantly, has been jailed 
for 10 years. 

Kasim Mohammed smashed into a car 
driven by Adam Hancox on the A4123 
Wolverhampton Road between Bleakhouse 
Road and Clent Road 
in Oldbury. 

The 27-year-old, who 
had been out drinking the 
night before the crash, 
then ran off - leaving a 
seriously injured passen¬ 
ger in his Volkswagen 
Passat. 

However, four wit¬ 
nesses saw Mohammed 
- who was disqualified 
from driving at the time 

n - trying to run away and 
collared him, wrestling 
him to the ground. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard how the ‘cat¬ 
astrophic’ collision was 
caused by Mohammed’s 
‘obvious and blatant dis¬ 
regard for the rules of the 
road’. 

One witness described 
Kasim Mohammed seeing Mohammed’s Pas¬ 
sat ‘T-bone’ Mr Hancox’s 
Ford, according to Mr Kevin Grego, prosecuting. 

Mr Hancox, 26, of Pitcairn Road, Smethwick, 
was on sick leave when the crash happened on 
November 23 last year. 

After being arrested close to the scene, Mo¬ 
hammed, of Bearwood Road, Smethwick, twice 
refused to provide a specimen of breath. 

Mohammed’s passenger described him speed¬ 
ing up on the approach, ‘as if he could beat’ the 
lights.CCTV at the side of the road has been 
used to work out that Mohammed was travelling 
at a minimum of 69mph when he was just 90m 
from the junction - but he did not slow down. 
The speed limit on the road is 40mph. 
Mohammed pleaded guilty to causing death by 
dangerous driving, driving whilst disqualified, 
failing to stop at the scene of an accident, failing 
to provide a specimen and driving without insur¬ 
ance. He was also disqualified him from driving.

TWO men have been injured 
and 20 people evacuated after an 
explosion in a Rowley Regis flat 
caused a fire. 

The pair, who were inside, 
managed to leave the flat and 
were detained by police at the 
scene. 

They were both taken to hos¬ 
pital with minor injuries and will 
be questioned about what hap¬ 
pened when they are fit to do so. 

No one else is believed to have 
been injured in the explosion or 
fire, but structural damage was 
caused to the house, leading to 


the evacuation of 20 residents 
from homes in the immediate vi¬ 
cinity as a precaution. 

The 20 people spent Tuesday 
night in temporary accommo¬ 
dation following the explosion 
which took place just before 
10.10pm. 

West Midlands Police have 
launched an investigation fol¬ 
lowing the explosion in Oldbury 
Road. 

Fire crews also attended the 
blaze and Oldbury Road was 
closed at the junction with Penn- 
cricket Lane.

Con artists' 
victims may 
suffer with 
health issues 

VICTIMS of scammers are more likely 
to suffer bad health as well as suffer fi¬ 
nancial loss, say Sandwell Council trad¬ 
ing standards officers. 

And they are warning people to look 
out for signs of severe stress if they sus¬ 
pect their older friends or family are 
being targeted by criminals. 

Mark Beesley, Sandwell Council trad¬ 
ing standards officer, said: “Until quite 
recently the health impacts of scams 
were not recognised but they do have a 
devastating effect on a person’s health. 

“People who become victims show 
signs of severe stress. They can become 
secretive, hiding things, as well as be¬ 
coming increasingly delusional, believ¬ 
ing what the scammers tell them in 
letters or over the telephone.” 

Recently a Sandwell pensioner was 
conned by a series of mass-produced 
bogus clairvoyant letters and letters 
from bogus lottery sites. 

The woman, in her 80s, believed a 
friendly clairvoyant was writing to her 
personally and could not accept they 
were mass-produced letters. Contact Ac¬ 
tion Fraud on 0300 123 2040 or Citizens 
Advice Helpline 03454 040506.

A NEW traffic island on a main Walsall 
route is to be completed by the end of 
November as part of a multi-million 
pound road scheme. 

The roundabout at the junction of 
Wallows Lane and Bescot Road forms 
part of the £26m highways improvement 
package through Pleck and Darlaston. 

Work is under way on the project and 
motorists are warned of delays, with 
overnight roadworks in place for three 
weeks from Monday as part of the pro¬ 
ject. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, deputy 
leader for Walsall Council, said: “This 
essential work is being carried out as 
part of our drive to improve the links for 
businesses who will eventually move to 
the Darlaston site of the Black Country 
Enterprise Zone.”

Police hunt for men in robbery at pub

POLICE have released CCTV images 
of two men who forced their way into 
a pub in the Black Country before 
holding a member of staff at knife¬ 
point and demanding cash. 

A worker was locking up at the 
Crown and Anchor in Hollyhedge 
Road, West Bromwich, after the last 
punters had left when he was grabbed 
by one of the men and ordered to take 
him to the safe. 

A second employee was held by the 
other man. 

One of the men was armed with a 
six-inch knife. 


The crooks got away with a large 
amount of money after striking at the 
pub, known locally as the Jinglers, at 
11.30pm on June 25. 

Detective Constable Cal Sanders, 
from West Bromwich Police, said: 
“The members of staff were un¬ 
harmed but were clearly frightened 
by the experience. 

Stocky 

“The men headed towards Thurs- 
field Road and I would urge anyone 
who may have seen them to contact 
me. I am also appealing to anyone 


who knows who they are to please get 
in touch.” 

One man was described as being 
black, with a stocky build and aged 
around 25 yearsold. 

He was wearing a black cap with a 
white tick, something black covering 
his face and a dark jacket. The second 
man, also aged around 25, had a slim 
build. He was wearing a blue hoodie 
with the hood up, something black 
covering his face and dark clothing.

100 recruits sought to 
help elderly at home 


A TIPTON-based care firm is set to 
create at least 100 jobs in the Black 
Country over the next year as it 
meets increasing demand for look¬ 
ing after people in their own homes.

“Unqualified staff will undergo an induction 
training programme and will shadow experi¬ 
enced carers until they have passed the train¬ 
ing programme when they will go into service 
users’ homes on their own.” 

Tipton Homecare, which is registered with 
the Care Quality Commission, has an eight- 
strong headquarters team and does all training 
there at its site on Venture Business Park in 
Bloomfield Road. 

Alzheimer’s 

The business, owned by Catherine and Stu¬ 
art Higgins, was started in Tipton in 1996 and 
has grown to serve surrounding towns includ¬ 
ing Wednesbury, Rowley Regis, West Brom¬ 
wich, Walsall, Great Barr, Dudley, Bilston and 
Sedgley. 

“We provide care in people’s homes for older 
people, those with mental health issues, learn¬ 
ing disabilities, dementia and Alzheimer’s. 

“We also provide care for people just dis¬ 
charged from hospital and work with social 
services on providing care packages,” said Miss 
Johnson. 

She said that unqualified staff also worked 
towards getting an NVQ in care. 

“We are looking to recruit both full and 
part-time staff. We operate seven days a week 
with home visits between 6am and 10pm,” she 
added. 

The private company’s care services are de¬ 
signed and tailored to suit individual needs in 
order that people can continue to live in their 
own homes. 

Visits can range from 15 minutes to several 
hours.

Children's services to 
face further scrutiny

GOVERNMENT officials will 
scrutinise Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil’s children’s services de¬ 
partment to check it is up 
to scratch - and could step 
in if its performance is un¬ 
der par. 

A team from the Department 
for Education will probe wheth¬ 
er the authority is looking after 
the service, which was ranked 
inadequate by Ofsted in June. 

If the council is deemed incapable 
of improving the services, an inde¬ 
pendent commissioner could be par¬ 
achuted in to take charge or a team 
of experts from another council ap¬ 
pointed. 

The Ofsted inspection in June 
was the second time in succession 
the children’s services at the council 
had been labelled inadequate. 

However, Kingston University 
Professor Ray Jones - who was ap¬ 
pointed by the Government to over¬ 
see improvements - disagreed with 
the judgement. 

Capacity 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said he welcomed the visit 
from independent officials from the 
DfE and was confident the council 
was improving. 

A DfE spokesman said: “We have 
commissioned an assessment of the 
council’s capacity to improve. This 
will also provide recommendations 
on how to secure and sustain the 
necessary improvements in chil¬ 
dren’s services.” 

Since June, the council brought in 
a two-year improvement plan to ad¬ 
dress some of the issues highlighted 
by the schools watchdog. 

Councillor Cooper said: “We had 
a difference of opinion with Ofsted 
and so someone independent is 
coming to have a look at what we’re 
doing. I expect us to show we’re 
doing well. 

“We’re not looking for any vindi¬ 
cation about the Ofsted report, as 
we know there are still issues we 
need to address but we are on course 
to deal with them.”

revamp is 
under way 

WORK on a £1 million scheme to re¬ 
duce accidents and improve the look 
of the Cape Hill area of Smethwick 
started this week. 

The work, which will take around 
five months, is aimed at improving 
road safety in an area that has the 
highest number of pedestrian casual¬ 
ties in Sandwell. Pavements and land¬ 
scaping will also be improved. 

Sandwell Council Leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said: “The accident 
figures in Cape Hill show we really 
have to make this area safer for pe¬ 
destrians and drivers alike. 

“Our aims are to keep speeds down, 
help people cross roads safely, im¬ 
prove the lighting and make the whole 
area a bit more attractive. 

“I’d ask people to bear with us 
while the work is done. We’re hoping 
there won’t be too much disruption 
but there will be roadworks in the 
area while we’re making the changes. 

“We’ll be stopping the work for 
three weeks over Christmas and New 
Year so we don’t have roadworks in¬ 
terfering with the busy Christmas 
shopping period.” 

The plans include introducing 
traffic calming measures between 
the junctions of Montague Road and 
Windmill Lane and extending the 
town’s existing 20 mph zone. 

There will also be raised junctions 
at Montague Road, Durban Road, 
Rosebery Road and Salisbury Road, 
and a new raised puffin crossing be¬ 
tween 55 and 62 Cape Hill. 

Improvement work will include new 
LED streetlights.

£lOOm city 
centre flats 
scheme is 
on the cards 

PLANS have been unveiled for a £100 
million development of more than 300 
rented flats on the site of a car park at 
Great Charles Place in Birmingham 
city centre. 

Put together by developer Sterling 
Property Ventures and its funding 
partner, London-based Long Har¬ 
bour, the scheme was revealed at a 
public consultation event last week. 

The first phase of the project would 
include 320 studio, one, two and three 
bedroom apartments, 20,000 sq ft of 
ground floor shops and leisure space, 
and a mix of units, totalling 8,000 sq 
ft, to cater for small businesses. There 
will also be 100 car parking spaces for 
residents. 

The apartments will have a dedi¬ 
cated reception with 24-hour security 
and a porter service, while a com¬ 
munal garden will provide outdoor 
space for residents, with shared roof 
terraces offering views across the city. 

If it secures the backing of Bir¬ 
mingham council work will start in 
January, with the first apartments 
available to rent from early 2018. 

James Howarth, managing director 
of Sterling Property Ventures, said: 
“Plans for Great Charles Place have 
been on the drawing board for two 
years so we are extremely excited to 
finally be in a position to share our 
vision for the scheme with the public. 

“Getting a funder on board was 
the last piece of the puzzle and with 
Long Harbour committed to funding 
and operating the residential element 
of the scheme we can look forward to 
bringing the development to fruition.” 


Park to stage

Walker, said the break-in at the scout 
hut had left them devastated. 

Tents, torches, a large flat-screen 
TV, the tuck shop for the children 
and gifts collected for a fundraising 
raffle had all been taken. In addition, 
two strimmers were stolen from the 
church. Mrs Walker said: “We are 
just stunned. We are due to go on a 
camping trip at Halloween, so this is 
a setback.” 

The thieves broke in through a fire 
door, ripped doors off cupboards, ri¬ 
fled through camping equipment and 
tore the TV off its wall mountings. 


More than £100 worth of sweets 
and treats from the tuck shop were 
taken as well as bottles of wine and 
whisky and other goods which had 
been collected for a fundraising raffle. 

They also broke down the door 
of the store room under St Hilda’s 
church and took two Stihl grass strim¬ 
mers worth several hundred pounds.

Airport profits soar 
above the £30m mark 


THE busiest ever year at Birming¬ 
ham Airport helped profits rocket to 
more than £30 million as 9.9 million 
passengers passed through the ter¬ 
minals. 

The site’s profits rose to £30.6m in the 
12 months to the end of March, from 
£27.9m the year before - a 9.7 per cent 
increase. 

The biggest boost came from travellers using 
its growing number of shops, restaurants and 
its car parks as turnover at the airport went up 
by £7m to £121.2m. 

The airport made £69.9m from commercial 
income, up 8.2 per cent. That was twice the 
growth of its income from charges to airlines, 
for use of the airport facilities by both aircraft 
and passengers, which was up 4.1 per cent to 
£51.2m. 

Airport chief executive Paul Kehoe said: 
“Looking forward to 2015/16 we have contin¬ 
ued to grow passenger numbers and broke the 
10 million passenger mark in August 2015 for 
the first time. 

Confident 

“This year alone we have welcomed eight 
new airlines to Birmingham, as more and more 
carriers realise the strong business and leisure 
market in the Midlands region, and the air¬ 
port’s investment to offer a world-class facility. 

“We are confident that this trend will con¬ 
tinue, given the wider range of destinations 
that we now offer, and Dubai might possibly 
overtake Dublin this year to become our bus¬ 
iest route.” 

The airport’s performance has also been 
good news for Mr Kehoe who has seen his pay 
package soar to £549,000 from £433,000 the 
year before, largely due to a £76,000 hike in his 
bonus to £175,000. 

But exceptional costs at the airport rose 
during the year to £4m to cover the cost of a 
restructure of the organisation and the £1.3m 
cost of bringing air traffic control under the 
direct control of the airport. It was previously 
run by National Air Traffic Services. 

As a result, pre-tax profits at the airport fell 
to £16.lm from £18.8m the year before. With 
much of the construction work on the airport’s 
runway extension completed the previous year, 
capital spending was down to £23.4m. 

Work involved additional security search 
smart lanes, a new transit passenger facility 
and resurfacing the existing runway.

Removal of the buildings would 
assist a change of use for land from 
industrial to residential. Councillor 
Julie Webb said: “The housing scheme 
is needed in this area.”

I KNOW nothing about rugby, and to be 
frank I find the oval-ball game about as 
interesting as a box set of Downton Ab¬ 
bey. 

But the England team went into this 
World Cup under the slogan “let’s get the 
job done.” 

That’s not a battle cry, it’s an advert for 
a plumbers’ merchant. No wonder they 
were ballcocks. 


MAYBE the story about the Govern¬ 
ment allowing police forces to use devi¬ 
ous, covert methods to snare speeding 
drivers, and then changing its mind fol¬ 
lowing tabloid intervention, should be 
treated with a degree of scepticism. 

But what says so much about Brit¬ 
ain today is the explanation given by 
the Government for dropping the code 
of practice which said cameras only be 
bright yellow and only located at accident 
blackspot. “A Department for Transport 
spokesman said the 2007 rules were out 
of date,” said the report. 

Oh yes, out of date. That time-hon¬ 
oured, catch-all phrase for everyone with 
no other justification for their actions. 
Aside from the fact that the guidelines 
were introduced only eight years ago, 
since when has transport legislation been 
about the whims of fashion? 

There are lots of things about our judi¬ 
cial systems that are out of date. Judges 
wearing wigs, Lords wearing ermine. Ti¬ 
tles like Lord Chancellor and Mr Justice 
Smith. By and large they are harmless, 
and if anything maybe give a bit of gravi- 
tas to the proceedings. 

But rules saying that speed cameras 
should be sensibly located and not hid¬ 
den from view?

But why 
not make it easy? They do want people 
to stick to the limits, don’t they? 

Meanwhile, it was revealed at the 
weekend the closure of 28 police stations 
around West Midlands. We all know cash 
is short and cuts have to be made, but 
how can it be right leaving a town the size 
of Dudley without a police station, and 
then spending money on hidden speed 
traps? Maybe they think police stations 
are out of date as well.

Zoo keeper sacked because of 
too much time spent drawing 
animals says thanks for career. 

HEATHER LARGE reports 

GROWING up listening to stories 
about leopards prowling the jungle 
inspired Rama Samaraweera to be¬ 
come a keeper at Dudley Zoo. 

But this love for big cats also got the 
self-taught artist the sack from the Cas¬ 
tle Hill attraction - because he spent 
more time sketching the animals than on 
his zoo duties. 

Now aged 89, he has created three original 
oil paintings for the zoo to say thank you for 
being his ‘art school’ and also to make amends 
for ‘not being the best ever zoo keeper’. 

Birmingham-born Mr Samaraweera, known 
as Sam, began working at the attraction in 
1962, and before getting the elbow became 
fond of many of the animal residents, who he 
loved to study and draw. 

Encouraged 

His love of animals came from his father, a 
doctor and surgeon from Ceylon, now known 
as Sri Lanka, who told him stories about the 
wild animals and encouraged his art. 

He said: “As a four-year-old I drew tigers 
and other animals and was always encouraged 
by my father. 

“Dad trained in the UK and worked as a GP 
in Birmingham, where I was born. He told me 
stories of leopards and elephants in the jungle 
and told me I was an artist and not a doctor. 

“Forty years later I became a self-employed 
artist, having learned to understand the big 
cats and other animals whilst working as a zoo 
keeper at Dudley Zoo. 

“I was soon sacked for spending too much 
time drawing and studying the animals. This 
was my only art school.” 

Mr Samaraweera said he grew a particular 
soft spot for some of the animals during his 


time at the attraction. He added: “I fell in love 
with Grace the giraffe, who took a banana 
from my coat pocket each day with her long 
tongue. 

“I used to walk the cheetahs round the zoo, 
which always caused excitement, and much 


amusement when one lay down and would not 
be budged. It often took two keepers just to 
move it!” 

After leaving the zoo his art career took off, 
leading him to exhibit at the Royal Academy, 
The Society of Wood Engravers, The Graphic

He said: “After training as a teacher, my 
wife Sue and I went to teach in Jamaica and I 
lectured in art and English literature. 

“Later my publisher and great friend, the 
late John Solomon, gave me my first 

London exhibition, which sold out. John 
then published several prints during the 1970s 
and my painting of a clouded leopard became 
the best-selling print in America. 

“The house we now live in is called Solomon 
House, after John Solomon, and the royalties 
from the leopard print and many others paid 
for our home. 

“John told me I must paint for love and 
never money - and I never forgot this sound 
advice. Like most artists, I am very driven and 
have to go to my studio every day.” 

Mr Samaraweera, who now lives in South 
Wales, wanted to thank the zoo for inspiring 
his career as an artist, which has spanned five 
decades. 

His nephew Phil Brooks, who is head of pho¬ 
tography at Dudley College, delivered the art¬ 
works to the zoo. 

Professional 

“The three pictures are to say thank you to 
Dudley Zoo for inspiring uncle Sam and also 
to try and make amends for him not being the 
best ever zoo keeper. 

“He’s been a professional wildlife painter for 
the last 50 years and to this day credits Dudley 
Zoo as the catalyst for his career.

“His doctor says it’s the painting which 
keeps uncle Sam young because he gets so 
deeply lost in his work that it puts him into a 
meditative state.” 

Zoo director Derek Grove said: “We are so 
grateful to Sam for giving us these incredible 
pieces of art. “I’m glad he’s enjoyed such a re¬ 
warding career in art after leaving zoo keep¬ 
ing behind and we’ll definitely make sure the 
paintings take pride of place at Dudley Zoo.”

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Criticism 

on shoddy 
care rises 
for region 


THE number of complaints upheld over shod¬ 
dy care at hospitals across the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire has more than doubled 
over the last year, new figures show. 

In 2014/15, 29 complaints were either partly or 
fully endorsed at five trusts across the region, com¬ 
pared to 13 the previous year. 


This is despite the total 
number of complaints to the 
Parliamentary and Health 
Service Ombudsman fall¬ 
ing over the year, from 248 
to 240. Nationally, there 
was a 13 per cent rise in 
complaints, with errors in 
diagnosis, poor treatment 
and lack of communication 
topping the list. Poor atti¬ 
tudes and behaviour of staff 
were factors in 20 per cent 
of cases, with non-medical 
care a factor in almost half 
of all complaints received. 

Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals (SWBH) 
NHS Trust saw the number 
of complaints made to the 
ombudsman fall from 90 in 
2013/14 to 67 over the last 
12 months. Investigations 
were held into 13 of the 
complaints, up from 12 the 
previous year. Overall seven 
complaints were fully or

partly upheld, up from two 
the previous year. 

Karen Beechey, head of 
PALS and complaints at 
SWBH said: “We welcome 
the report and note the 
number of initial inquiries 
made to them about our 
trust has fallen in the last 
financial year.” 

Royal Wolverhampton 
NHS Trust saw the number 
of complaints made to the 
ombudsman fall from 69 
in 2013/14 to 62 last year, 
although the number of 
upheld investigations rose 
from two to nine. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust saw a steep rise in 
complaints from 33 to 52, 
with the number of com¬ 
plaints upheld doubling to 
six over the last year.

Action on 
eyesores 
taken in 
Midlands 


LEGAL action has been taken against scores 
of dirty homes and businesses after neigh¬ 
bours complained about the mess blighting 
their streets. 

There were more than 100 cases in the West Mid¬ 
lands in the last five years where councils used pow¬ 
ers to force the culprits to the clean up their prop¬ 


erty. 

In one case Sandwell 
Council billed an owner 
£10,500 for work the au¬ 
thority had to carry out on 
a house. Bosses say they are 
concerned that some prom¬ 
inent buildings on main 
routes are creating a bad 
impression. 

And some of the sites are 
pubs or industrial units that 
have shut down and been 
left to fall into disrepair. 

Councils used the Town 
and Country Planning Act 
to make people tidy up rub¬ 
bish or repair their home. 

Hundreds of complaints 
are being made by residents 
across the region - with 
councils then pursuing the 
issue through the courts. 

Recent examples include 
the old Brewbakers factory 
in Horseley Fields, just off 
Wolverhampton’s ring road 
- dubbed one of the city’s

worst eyesores. Many of the 
building’s windows were 
broken and rubbish was 
dumped on the surrounding 
land. 

A section 215 notice was 
served on the owners and 
it has since been tidied up 
.The building owners were 
required to cover all bro¬ 
ken, missing and damaged 
windows; replace or repair 
missing and broken doors; 
remove all vegetation and 
remove all redundant wir¬ 
ing and alarm boxes from 
the building elevations. 

And last month Dudley 
Council ordered the owners 
of the old Horse and Jockey 
in Ivyhouse Lane, Coseley, 
to clean it up. It has become 
an eyesore with boarded 
up windows and crumbling 
brickwork. They have until 
December to take action.

JODY STUBBS, 

Senior Sister, AMU A 



IT HAD all the ingredients 
of a fairytale wedding, the 
blushing bride, the waiting 
groom and a roomful of hap¬ 
py guests. 

And it was all down to the com¬ 
passion of a very special nurse - 
Senior Sister Jody Stubbs, who 
works at Acute Medical Unit A. 

Jody, aged 41, explained: “Sadly 
sometimes it is not possible to nurse 
all our patients back to full health, 
and this was the case for our patient 
Barry Atkins, who was facing the fact 
he would not be able to see his beloved 
daughter get married. 

“Working with his family and staff 
on our ward, we came up with a plan 
to make Barry’s final wish come true, 
and ensure he had the chance to take 
his daughter down the aisle. 

“It made the local news at the time 
- in May this year - as it was such an 
emotional occasion for us all.” 

Brilliant 

The moving ceremony was per¬ 
formed on the ward and Jody was very 
proud of her staff for going the extra 
mile to ensure that a dying man gets 
his wish of seeing his daughter, Sarah, 
marry the man she loves. 

“It was brilliant, absolutely bril¬ 
liant,” she continued. 

“Seeing the guests arrive dressed in 
their wedding finery was very exciting, 
and it felt a real privilege to be part 
of it. 

“As nurses we take pride in going the 
extra mile for our patients, whether to 
source a favourite food item or occa¬ 
sionally staying beyond work hours so 
patients do not feel alone. But this sur¬ 
passed the pleasure we feel in 

looking after the little things which 
nevertheless make a big difference.” 

Jody celebrated her 20th anniver¬ 
sary with Sandwell and West Bir¬ 


mingham Hospitals NHS Trust in 
September and has been in her cur¬ 
rent role for 18 months. After I quali¬ 
fied, I worked very briefly on Priory 2 
at Sandwell Hospital and then spent 
17 years in the A&E department” said 
Jody. 

“I am happy in my current role; 
there is enough variety in nursing as 
senior sister to keep me going.” 

Jody, who lives in Great Bridge with 
her husband and three children, chose 
nursing over policing when she was 
young. 

“I used to switch between the idea 
of being a nurse and being a police 
officer. Both offered the opportunity 
to help people, albeit in very different 
environments. 

“I believe that everybody should 
be treated the same and be given the 
same opportunities, and I passed this 
philosophy on to my children as they 
were growing up, to be fair and treat 
others as they wish to be treated.”

DOZENS of parents have signed a pe¬ 
tition opposing plans to cut provision 
at a nursery - with one branding them 
‘devastating’. 

Rowley Owls Nursery, which is run 
by neighbouring Rowley Hall Primary, 
has launched a consultation on propos¬ 
als to change the care offered at the 
nursery. 

This would include axing care for 
children up to two years old and get¬ 
ting rid of care outside of term time. 

The move comes just weeks after the 
nursery was given a requires improve¬ 
ment Ofsted report - an improvement 
on the inadequate ranking the nursery 


received in February. The school said 
the proposals are intended to ‘improve 
standards’ at the nursery. 

GMB, the union for school support 
staff, held a protest at the nursery on 
Friday. Garage owner Sarah Turbutt, 
aged 32, said she is worried about 
what the proposals will mean for her 
young son. 

Her 14-month-old son Arleycur- 
rently attends the nursery, while 
four-year-old Noah has just started at 
Rowley Hall Primary from the nurs¬ 
ery. Mrs Turbutt, who lives in Rowley 
Regis, said: “It’s a really distressing 
time for all parents. We get a good 


service here, it’s like a family and the 
new Ofsted report showed it’s going 
in the right direction. It’s devastating 
really.” 

GMB branch secretary Darren 
James said he was concerned for both 
parents and staff if the changes go 
ahead. 


Mr James said: “It’s very disap¬ 
pointing that they want to do this. It’s 
actually disgraceful that they’re trying 
to mess with children’s education - 
and parents’ livelihoods as well. 

“Why are they doing this now after 
getting a better Ofsted report than 
they had back in February?”

Shrek, The Musical 
Wolverhampton Grand Theatre 
By Graeme Andrew 


INGENIOUS costumes, amazing sets, 
belly laughs throughout and superb 
music - Shrek rules! 

William Steig’s story of an ogre who 
finds love and friendship in a bid to se¬ 
cure his swamp after being overrun by 
ousted fairytale creatures, has trans¬ 
lated brilliantly from the big screen to 
the musical stage. 

Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre 
resounded with roars of uncontrolla¬ 
ble laughter as we were whisked along 
on the road to Duloc and beyond, as 
Shrek and Donkey follow their quest 
to rescue Princess Fiona from the 
clutches of the dragon. 

With a host of new musical numbers 
to provide the narrative - showing off 
the cast’s amazing vocal ability - the 
storyline closely followed the first 
Shrek film with a few hidden extras 
thrown in, to the delight of the crowd. 

Hilarious 

But the production really took off 
when Lord Farquaad was introduced 
into the proceedings. The staging prob¬ 
lem of representing his, erm, ‘limited’ 
stature was dealt with ingeniously, 
with hilarious results. And canny old- 
hand theatre stalwart Gerard Carey 
absolutely makes the most of it, induc¬ 
ing tears of laughter with his antics. 

Certainly the star of the show when 
it comes to the comedy aspect, there 
were many stand-out turns - Bronte 
Barbe as Fiona was top class with an 
amazing voice, and she too showed a 
deft comic touch. 

Dean Chisnall, in the lead, is given 
the hardest job, trying to carry off a 
central acting role while wearing a 
no-doubt cumbersome Shrek suit and 
make-up, but he did well, showing real 
vulnerability when required, both in 
song and acting. 

And Idriss Kargbo had a hard act 
to follow with Eddie Murphy’s unfor¬ 


gettable performance as Donkey in 
the movies, but he acquitted himself 
well, bringing a touch of Cat from Red 
Dwarf with him. 

Ex-Eastender Nigel Harman (re¬ 
member Dennis Rickman?), who won 
plaudits as Farquaad himself in the 
West End, is the director and keeps 
the action ticking over nicely. 

Meanwhile musical director Dave 
Rose is obviously an accomplished 
vocal arranger, as harmonies were 
brilliantly executed and many of the 
characters proved their worth, bring¬ 
ing singing power to blow the audi¬ 
ence away, in particular Christina 
Modestou with her soulful voice for 
Dragon. Mention must be made too 
on the staging, with swift scenery 


changes and amazing sets. 

The supporting cast had to work 
hard taking on multiple roles and at 
no point did I find myself thinking 
we’d seen any of the faces in other 
guises. 

There must have been some su¬ 
per-rapid changes, including three 
people dressed in black bringing to life 
Dragon, as a huge puppet, which was 
remarkably close in appearance to the 
Dreamworks’ movie original. 

It’s an old cliche - something for 
everyone - but on this occasion, one 
that fits the bill. 

And with performances running 
until Sunday, there is still a chance for 
fans to get their fill of fairytales, magic 
and laughter.

I T’S HARD to imagine that anyone would 
leave the sunny beaches of Spain or 
Portugal to find potential life-changing 
solutions at a dental practice in the Black 
Country heartland of Dudley.

Mothers — pride 
for Swim Deep 



ALBUM REVIEWS

BIRMINGHAM’S Swim Deep 
go back to go forward on 
their second album, Mothers. 

The light but compelling bliss pop of 
2013’s Where The Heaven Are We has 
been replaced by a tougher tripped- 
out sound blending psychedelic ex¬ 
cess with the bleary eyed trance dance 
sounds of baggy Manchester, circa The 
Stone Roses and The Happy Mondays. 

There is the odd mis-step. Namaste 
sounds like The Boo Radleys given a 
tinny Stock-Aitken-Waterman produc¬ 
tion, while Forever Spaceman finds 
frontman Austin Williams channeling 
Syd Barrett around the time of Pink 
Floyd’s Interstellar Overdrive. But the 
enhanced five-piece (keyboardist 
James Balmont now a fully-fledged 
member) have a fuller, more varied 
sound on Mothers, which the band 
dedicated to child-bearers, rather than 
Frank Zappa’s Mothers of Invention. 

Grand Affection is a compelling Dep- 
eche Mode-like groove and Is There 
Anybody Out There has cinematic 
grandeur. Other highlights include the 
wonky charms of Green Conduit and 
Laniakea, the Spandau Ballet meets 
Simple Minds sound of Imagination 
and the closing Fuelho Boogie built on 
a Giorgio Moroder-like disco beat. 

Now Mothers gets road tested when 
Swim Deep have a home city gig at 
Birmingham Institute on October 17 as 
part of their UK tour. 

Lana Del Rey takes her languid style 
of femme fatale vocals into echo cham¬ 
bers of chilled minimalist drama on her 
third major label album, Honeymoon. 

The title track opens the album 
oozing the retro cool of a 1950s torch 
singer backed by icy strings. It sets 
the tone for a self-assured exercise in 


magnificent morose moodiness, reach¬ 
ing a peak of gothic romance on The 
Blackest Day. The album closes with 
New Yorker Del Rey’s sparse cover of 
Nina Simone and Animals hit Don’t Let 
Me Be Misunderstood. 

Formed more than ten years ago by a 
group of university students in Stafford, 
Editors have matured elegantly and 
are now among the finest exponents 
of dark, melancholy indie rock. Synths 
and strings, rather than guitars, are at 
the forefront of fifth album In Dream, 
which underlines the subtle shift in 
style since the departure of guitarist 
Chris Urbanowicz in 2012 and arrival of 
Justin Lockey and Elliott Williams. 

Singer Tim Smith has developed a 
rich sonorous vocal (think Cave and 
Ferry) but it is flexible, going from mel¬ 
low to anguished falsetto on opener No 
Harm. On three tracks he is joined by 
Slowdive singer Rachel Goswell, a par¬ 
ticularly effective partnership on Ocean 
Of Night. Life Is A Fear and Our Love 
both have particularly seductive vibes 
and the album ends at its best with 
the rather lovely At All Cost and the 
slow-burning epic Marching Orders. 


Editors are in concert at Birming¬ 
ham’s 02 Academy on October 16. 

Exciting is not a word I have previ¬ 
ously associated with Oxford’s Foals. 
Efficient yes, but never exciting, until 
fourth album What Went Down. 

The band have developed rock 
muscle to go along with the pulsat¬ 
ing percussion and fluid guitar hooks, 
and singer/guitarist Yannis Philippakis 
has a tougher edge to his sometimes 
maudlin vocals. Both are apparent on 
the exciting title track and equally rock¬ 
ing Snake Oil. They also do epic well on 
Albatross and powerful finale A Knife 
In The Ocean. Foals play Birmingham 
Barclaycard Arena on February 19. 

American singer/songwriter Nath¬ 
aniel Rateliff is a good fit with the leg¬ 
endary Stax label, having reinvented 
himself as frontman of stomping R&B 
band Nathaniel Rateliff & The Night 
Sweats. Their self-titled debut is 
packed with original songs that will ap¬ 
peal to fans of classic blues and soul. 
His voice is similar to Paolo Nutini and 
his style unashamedly old school. Get 
sweaty with them at The Institute in Bir¬ 
mingham on October 18.

Popular Price town history book 
draws 2,000 to launch at church 


MORE than 2,000 history buffs 
took a trip down memory lane at 
the launch of a new book cele¬ 
brating the history of West Bro¬ 
mwich. 

People packed into Wesley Methodist 
Church, in High Street, on to pick up 
a copy of the book, called West Brom¬ 
wich Remembered. 

It has been researched and written by 
historian Terry Price, aged 76, and features 
more than 300 images of the town and sur¬ 
rounding areas in days gone by. 

Mr Price was on hand at the launch to 
sign copies of the book and answer any 
questions. 

And he was joined at the event by histo¬ 
rian and Express & Star columnist Profes¬ 
sor Carl Chinn who chatted with visitors for 
more than three hours. 

People shared their stories of the town in 
the past and looked through the book remi¬ 
niscing over old times and pointing out peo-

pie they knew. Around 1,500 copies of the 
book were sold at the launch event which 
Mr Price said was ‘absolutely fantastic’. 

Among the images in the book, which has 
taken around two years to compile, is a shot 
of the Lewisham Hotel taken in 1961. It is 
now the Desi Junction. 

Other selections include events that took 
place in the town to celebrate the corona¬ 
tion of Queen Elizabeth II on June 2, 1953, 
such as Dorothy Horton being crowned by 
West Bromwich mayor John Davies in Boul¬ 
ton Square. 

Another shows bomb damage in Clive 
Street during the Second World War and 
the unveiling of the town’s first war memo¬ 
rial in 1919. There are also photographs of 
Wesley Methodist Church, which was the 
venue for the book launch, as seen at differ¬ 
ent stages throughout its history. 


Mr Price, who has self-published the 
book, said he was delighted with the recep¬ 
tion it had received. 

“We had around 2,000 people come 
through during the day and around 1,500 
copies were sold. It was absolutely fantas¬ 
tic,” he said. 

Stories 

“Carl chatted to residents and also signed 
the books. People shared their stories of the 
town with us both. It was a lovely event.” 

People unable to attend the launch can 
still get a copy of the book by calling Mr 
Price on 01922 635891, and it is available 
to anyone who inquires for the discount 
price of £9.99. 

It is the eighth volume to have been writ¬ 
ten by Mr Price since 2000 - and his last, at 
least for the time being. 

“I think this will be the final book I will 
do. I have said this after the last few vol¬ 
umes, but people have since convinced me 
to do another. So I never say never,” he 
said. “However I think I am ready to retire 
from it now. I am really pleased people 


have enjoyed all my books so much and they 
have definitely built up a following. 

“If I do change my mind and decide to 
write another I am going to take a nice long 
rest first.” 

His previous works include three volumes 
on Great Bridge with the remaining books 
focusing on West Bromwich. 

Mr Price, who worked as a TV engineer 
for many years, said it took around two 
years to research and compile the books. 

Mr Price said he had been interested in 
history since he was at school and his par¬ 
ents had nurtured this. 

“Really my interest in history stems from 
my parents,” he said. 

“They were born in 1897 and 1899 so 
they were able to tell me a lot about what 
the area was like during the early part of 
the 20th century when they were growing 
up. 

“It all stemmed from there.” 

Mr Price said donations would be made 
to charities in the area from the proceeds 
of the book.

PUBS, hairdressers and curry 
houses have dominated the small 
town centre of Bewdley over the 
years. 

At one point you were spoilt for choice if 
you wanted to go for a swift pint, cut and 
blow dry or a spicy dinner. 

But as time has passed and the recession 
has taken hold, some businesses have strug¬ 
gled to stay afloat and have fallen by the 
wayside. 

It seems residents have tightened their 
belts and the Indian restaurants have 
taken a hit. At one point there were four 
restaurants within a 100-metre stretch, and 
a balti. 

The old favourite that has stood the test 
of time is still going strong. The cheap and 
cheerful one, which I’ve never gone to. The 
modern-trying-to-be-posh option which has 
recently shut up shop, as has the bring your 
own booze balti. But then there’s the Vhu¬ 
jon, a contemporary Indian with a stylish 
interior and a mix of traditional and more 
unusual dishes.

busy enough to need to book a table on a 
Friday or Saturday night. It has a lively 
buzz with a chatty atmosphere in an inti¬ 
mate setting. Its contemporary furnishings 
make it look clean and fresh, although it 
could probably do with a bit of attention if 
they decide to give it a revamp. 

We didn’t book. We didn’t think it would 
be packed. But for a Wednesday evening 
there was a surprisingly steady flow of din¬ 
ers which made the atmosphere nice. Re¬ 
laxed but vibrant. 

Wine was ordered as we contemplated 
menu. There was a lot to take in - start¬ 
ers, chicken, lamb, beef, seafood and biry- 
ani dishes along with tandoori specialities, 
vegetarian, balti and traditional. There are 
also veggie accompaniments, rice, naans 
and other sundries. 

Of course we ordered poppadoms, a ne¬ 
cessity. They were lovely. Crispy, crunchy 
discs with a slight oiliness. The condiments 
were yummy too. As we were devouring 
them our starter to share arrived - Sabzi

Labra, a trio of Indian snacks a samosa, 
onion bhajee and mushroom pakora, all of 
which were tasty. Each had a good amount 
of filling and was nicely seasoned. The pa¬ 
kora batter was a bright, eye watering, neon 
orange and could have done with a bit more 
mushroom stuffed inside its glowing coat. 

Once these were done and dusted our 
mains were next. Feeling brave I’d gone for 
the Murgh Chettinad, described as hot and 
spicy chicken cooked with a mix of onion, 
crushed red chillies and cranberries. 

Fiery 

It was hot but not take-off-a-layer-of- 
skin-from-the-roof-of-your-mouth kind of 
blazing. It had an almost sweet and sour 
flavour with the plump, rich cranberries 
giving a sharp taste to the chicken and 
the fiery chilli adding the taste explosion. 
To counteract the fierce heat I’d gone for 
a rather plain but very fluffy and perfectly 
cooked boiled rice along with a wholesome 
chapati to mop up the sauce. 

My friend had gone for a classic chicken 
Madras with mushroom pilau rice. The Ma¬ 
dras, she said, was nice and spicy but not 


at all greasy. We’d also decided on a tarka 
dhall as a side which tasted absolutely di¬ 
vine, a nice smooth texture with a whole¬ 
some lentil flavour and some seasoning we 
couldn’t quite put our fingers on. It comple¬ 
mented the curry and was aromatic with¬ 
out being too overpowering. The mushroom 
pilau was also a hit. 

Neither of us went for the customary 
naan bread as they seemed too heavy 
and filling with all the food we had to get 
through. 

There was no room for dessert, though 
they did have quite a vast selection mainly 
of pre-made ice cream pots along with a 
couple of more traditional options. 

The staff were friendly and attentive 
without being intrusive, kept the table 
cleared and made sure we had everything 
we needed. It’s a very efficient and well- 
oiled machine with fantastic food. 

The bill came with After Eight mints, 
very 70s but welcome to take away the heat, 
along with a little pot of minuscule liquorice 
torpedoes, pretty reasonable at ust shy of 
£45. We decided this is one restaurant that 
certainly curries favour.

River banks on success 
in his latest murder case 


G iven the BBC’s passion for 
Euro thrillers such as Spiral, 
The Killing and Wallander, it 
was inevitable that we’d see more 
dramas mixed the best talent from 
here and there. 

And when it comes to A-list 
Scandinavian talent, you don’t get 
much better than Stellan Skarsgard. 

Okay, some of his dad dancing in 
Mamma Mia may have been 
questionable, but his string of credits, 
from Good Will Hunting and the US 
version of Girl With The Dragon Tattoo 
have helped make him one of 
Hollywood’s go-to guys when 
searching for Swedish talent. 

Here he plays John River, a brilliant 
but troubled police officer, while 
Nicola Walker almost steals the show 
as his late colleague, Detective 
Sergeant Jackie ‘Stevie’ Stevenson, a 
lover of cheesy music and fast food. 

When a murder suspect jumps to 
his death while being pursued by 
River, the pressure and scrutiny that 
surrounds him escalates fast. 

As the investigation into Stevie’s 
murder begins to reveal her deepest 


secrets, our hero has to question 
everything he thought he knew about 
his friend. 

Stellan admits it’s not the easiest of 
dramas to sum up. 

“If it was a normal TV series it 
would be rather easy to tell you about 
it but it’s not and that’s why I’m in it," 
he explains. “You could say it’s a 
crime story on the surface, but it’s 
really more about a person’s 
breakdown or his psychological 
status.” 

All brilliant TV detectives need a 
gimmick, whether it’s Fitz’s gambling 
or Ironside’s wheelchair, and John 
River’s selling point is his fractured 
mental state. 

“We’ve heard a lot about people 
that hear voices, but he actually sees 
those people as well that he’s talking 
to, and very often it is victims of crime 
that pop up and have conversations 
with him. They’re not like ghosts, 
they’re his own creations.” 

Penned by acclaimed writer Abi 
Morgan, one of the brains behind 
Shame, The Iron Lady, and new 
movie Suffragette, her script was a 


key reason the actor signed up. 

“I took the job for her writing 
because it doesn’t look like anything 
else,” explains Stellan. “Her writing is 
not linear. It’s more filled with odd 
impulses. 

“It throws you from one thought to 
another thought in a less organised 
way, and to me that resembles life 
much more than a lot of the writing 
you get which is extremely structured 
and polished and is by the book of 
‘How to Write a Screenplay”’ 

Obviously cast and crew are hoping 
the series proves a hit, but as four of 
Skarsgard’s recent films grossed 
more than $4billion between them, 
and with more helpings of Thor and 
Avengers on the way, finding time to 
make series two might be a little 
tricky. 

However, with a fine supporting 
cast, including Adeel Akhtar as 
Detective Sergeant Ira King; Lesley 
Manville as Chief Inspector Chrissie 
Read, and Eddie Marsan as a killer 
who harasses the eponymous crime 
buster, hopefully this is one River that 
will run and run.

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Giving rivals run for money

Kadjar . . . it’s an unusual name 
which will make you think. And 
that’s good for Renault because its 
new model is certainly worth a sec¬ 
ond look. 

For the Kadjar is big brother to the Cap- 
tur, Renault’s first crossover which in three 
years has become Europe’s best-seller in 
the highly competitive b-segment SUV 
market. 

The new car is based on the larger Megane 
platform, as is its close relation the popular 
Nissan Qashai which ironically will be one of 
its main rivals. 

It has chunky yet aerodynamic styling, the 
interior space and practicality of an estate car 
and, on top specification models the option 
of all wheel drive. Plus it has that high, ‘com¬ 
mand’ driving position which is one reason 
SUVs now account for 27 per cent of all sales 
for this size of family car. 

While beauty is in the eye of the beholder, 
the new Kadjar has curvy, contemporary styl¬ 
ing with its origins unmistakable. 

It’s also roomy, with space for five adults (in¬ 
cluding six-footers in the back) plus one of the 
biggest cargo boots in its class. 

But it’s clear Renault, as something of a late¬ 
comer to the market, is once again out to cap¬ 
ture sales from rivals such as the Qashqai and 
Kuga as prices are very competitive. 

There are 18 versions costing from £17,995 
to £21,695 which, like for like model is up to 
£2,000 less than its rivals, and along with a 
thrifty range of engines will also impact on tax 
bills for company drivers. 

When you first get behind the wheel of a 
Kadjar it conveys the feeling that this is a big 
car, and a well equipped one too (starting with 
the utra clear virtual instrument display). 


The seats (back as well as front) are soft and 
sculpted, while the high seating position and 
large areas of glass - including a ‘third row’ 
window in the c-piillar - offer outstanding vis¬ 
ibility, Within seconds, you feel this is a nice 
place to be: it is a ‘feel good’ car. 

There are two diesel options, a 1.6 litre 
130Ps version which packs plenty of punch 
and a 1.5 litre which still performs well on the 
road but is more economical, capable accord¬ 
ing to official figures of averaging 74.3mpg 
with either six-speed manual or automatic 
gearboxes, with a tax-busting 99g/km of C02 
emissions. The 130Ps engine has an advan¬ 
tage for acceleration and overtaking but, on 
two-wheel drive models, still results in an aver¬ 
age 65.7mpg and a low 113g/km of C02. 

You do soon appreciate the hefty 320Nm 
of torque at a low 1,750rpm, which means the 
130Ps-equipped Kadjar pulls strongly in every 
gear for relaxed but satisfying driving. 

Balanced against its greater economy, the 
lower-powered 1.5 litre diesel loses out a little 
on acceleration, but it still does 0 to 62 in under 
12 seconds. Perhaps more relevant to most 
drivers, it cruises at motorway speeds with a 
quiet and relaxed demeanour. 

If you want the four wheel drive option, this 
is only available with the higher specification 
versions and the 130Ps diesel. 

There is a three-position selector button - 
‘auto’ for slippery roads when the electronics 
split the torque between front and rear axles 
according to conditions, ‘lock’ which puts the 
system in full-time four wheel drive if you ven¬ 
ture off-road and the third option of front wheel 
drive only, to save fuel in normal road driving. 

The petrol option sounds tiny for a car of 
this class - just 1.2 litres - but it is Renault’s 
already proven turbocharged power plant, It’s 
been revamped to produce a faster pick-up 
and response, and with 130PS matches the 
typical two-litre, normally aspirated petrol en¬ 
gine of just a few years ago. 

While the Kadjar is relatively tall, with the 


advantages of visibility and ease of access, 
suspension and steering are tuned primarily 
for road use which make it feel as nimble as a 
typical saloon or estate rival. 

There’s no sense that this is an SUV with 
harsh, long travel suspension, and the electric 
power steering is progressively weighed so 
you can turn in with confidence and precision, 
and without any anticipation of unsettling body 
roll. The power steering and big wheel arch¬ 
es allow a tight turning circle of well under 11 
metres, which combined with the all-round vis¬ 
ibility make the Kadjar easy to handle around 
town. 

The car has already been awarded a max¬ 
imum five stars for safety, and comes with a 
range of features from six airbags to stability, 
traction and understeer control systems, hill 
start assist, ABS and emergency brake assist.. 


As you go up the range and price ladder, other 
features such as parking sensors, lane depar¬ 
ture warning and automatic parking assist sys¬ 
tems are available, 

Inside, the Kadjar’s virtual instrument dis¬ 
play are a model of clarity, with all models 
getting a seven-inch touchscreen display for 
audio, communications and other functions 
including navigation, where fitted. 

The 190mm ride height does allow four 
wheel drive Kadjars to venture off hard-surfac- 
es, and 4x4 models also get front and rear skid 
plates to protect the bodywork. 

After its success in the marketplace for 
smaller crossovers, Renault has plenty of rea¬ 
sons to be confident that Kadjar can do the 
same against established rivals in what is, to 
them, a new sector. 

A modern, trendy-looking and roomy car 


with all the attributes that attract such a large 
number of drivers to the SUV sector is a good 
place to start, to say nothing of engines offer¬ 
ing a good balance of performance and econ¬ 
omy. And, of course, that competitive price tag 
which will have some rivals nervously biting 
their nails. 

And Kadjar? Well, after over a century of car 
making it must be a) tough to find a name no- 
one else has used and b) in a global market 
one which doesn’t translate into something 
terribly embarrasing in another language (yes, 
we all know one or two of those). 

So the official explanation is ‘kad’ is inspired 
by quad (something driven by four wheels 
or legs) and ‘jar’ from the French word jaillir 
which means to emerge quickly. 

Hence a word for an agile four wheel drive 
vehicle . . .

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Motorhome adventure

Earlier this year I enjoyed my 
first experience at the wheel of 
a motorhome. Never one to do 
things by half, I opted for a rath¬ 
er sizeable vehicle for a novice - 
the Swift Lifestyle 686. 

Coach-built utilising the new gener¬ 
ation Fiat Euro 5+ Chassis Cab, the 
130bhp/ 2.3 litre engine provided plen¬ 
ty of pulling power for the close to sev¬ 
en metre in length motorhome. 

I found the Lifestyle 686 surprisingly easy 
to manoeuvre. Its power steering is light and 
responsive and the gear ratios very similar 
to my own car, with the added bonus of a 
sixth gear. 

There is a rear window, but if you do ever 
find yourself at the wheel of a motorhome, 
I can’t recommend enough the brilliant op¬ 
tional extra that this model had. 

A rear camera acts as the mirror. The 
image, super-imposed over the actual rear 
view mirror, provided a natural feeling of 
added safety. 

There is of course, as you would expect 
these days, a reversing camera too. 

The updated 2015 model comes with a 
host of additional features including running 
lights and a new smart construction with a 
strong, moisture proof PURe polyurethane 
timberless framed body shell. 

A new fully integrated touch screen con¬ 
sole has a great satellite navigation system 
as well as DAB radio, CD and MP3 player 
with bluetooth. The DAB aerial is concealed 
in the mirror. 

Drivers will be delighted to hear that the 
captain’s chairs have integrated headrest, 
wider backrest, better side support and im¬ 
proved seat comfort. 


I was particularly taken by the aesthetics 
of the 686. It’s new metallic black cab and 
colour coded bumper give it a sleeker ap¬ 
pearance, easily distinguishing it from the 
passing ‘white-van man’.

Package 
that does 
not fail to 
impress

I dislike being asked for personal recom¬ 
mendations on what cars friends should buy. 
Most of the time you ask them for a ‘wish’ list 
to assess what you believe would be the ide¬ 
al, or near ideal, package to suit their needs 
and there’s usually something that they don’t 
like with the cars you suggest. “What?” is 
the exclaimed response, “I could never drive 
that.” And the reason is usually down to the 
badge on the bonnet. Not what you get for 
the money. 

And that badge on the bonnet is usually down to 
the price they are prepared to pay. Yes, they could 
have a more prestigious car if they were prepared or 
could afford to pay several thousand pounds more. 
But in all likelihood they wouldn’t necessarily get a 
better vehicle, they would merely massage their own 
snobbery. 

The one exception to all this is in the executive or perfor¬ 
mance car brackets. In both you have to fork out to get what 
you want. 

However on rare occasions friends have reacted far more 
favourably if I have suggested, say a Kia, Skoda or Suzuki. 
And if they have actually got behind the wheel to test one 
out they have usually bought. So it was with three friends 
who tried out Hyundai and were totally won over. One is 
even on her third now. 

Top of my current list for personal recommendation in the 
mid-sized/company car bracket is the latest i40 which more 
than gives opposition such as the Mondeo and Passat a run 
for their money. In fact, I gave a motoring writer colleague, 
who hasn’t been behind the wheel of a Hyundai lately, a 
lengthy lift in one recently and he was genuinely surprised at 
the quality, ride and performance - not to mention the price. 
And he is a man who is not easily pleased when judging 
four wheels. 

There’s a choice of four trim levels - S, SE, Nav, SE (Nav 
Business and Premium) - with three engines available that 
benefit from Hyundai’s efficient Blue Drive technologies - a 
1.7-litre diesel with an output of 115PS with six speed man¬ 
ual transmission, a 1.7-litre diesel with an output of 141 PS 
and six speed transmission and a 1.7-litre diesel engine de¬ 
livering up to 141 PS with seven speed DCT. 

Features 

This year’s upgrade also includes refreshed styling with 
a new front grille and front bumper with reshaped front and 
rear lights, new transmission, improved ride and handling 
and a number of new safety and convenience features. 

Prices start at £19,600 for the entry level S trim on the 
i40 saloon, which includes standard features such as 16in 
alloy wheels, Bluetooth connectivity, air conditioning, leath¬ 
er-wrapped steering wheel, automatic headlights with dusk 
sensor and steering wheel audio with telephone controls. 

The SE Nav trim level is new and includes standard fit¬ 
ment of Hyundai’s capable touchscreen satellite navigation 
with rear view parking camera and parking guidance sys¬ 
tem. Priced from £21,600, the SE Nav adds to the S-model’s 
specification with DAB radio, auto-dimming rear-view mirror, 
climate control with auto defog, heated front seats, LED 
front fog lights and a seven-speaker sounds system. This 
trim level can be enhanced further in the SE Nav Business 
model, from £23,100, with keyless smart entry with start/ 
stop button and driver’s seat memory function. 

The range topping Premium models, start at £25,600, fea¬ 
ture 18in alloy wheels, panoramic sunroof with electric tilt 
and slide, luggage net, super vision instrument cluster with 
LCD colour display and lane departure warning. 

As standard, all i40s get seven airbags, electronic brake- 
force distribution, an electronic stability programme, hill 
start assist and a tyre pressuring monitoring system, while a 
lane departure warning system with lane keep assist comes 
with Premium trim. The i40 performed well in the Euro NCAP 
crash safety tests, getting a maximum five-star rating. 

I spent a week in the SL SE Nav 1.7 CRDI 141 PS saloon 
and covered just about every type of road from lanes to the 
rich man’s motorway (the M6 toll road!) and filled it up with 
friends for a night out to see how it performed when loaded 
up. 

My only adverse comment was the boot access and size 
but we all have to compromise from time to time. 

Instrumentation was intuitive and didn’t need you to reach 
for the instruction manual very often, plus it was a quality 
finish as were areas like the door finish, seat coverings and 
steering wheel. 

What’s not to like about a package that gives you all that 
for prices starting at less than £20,000?

better, which we did initially. But now we’ve had 
a couple of seasons where we fell back a little bit 
so it would be nice to start going in the right di¬ 
rection again and to start building again.” 

McAuley, currently on international duty with 
Northern Ireland as they look to secure Euro 
2016 qualification, has been a mainstay of Albi¬ 
on’s defence to this point of the season. 

Boss Tony Pulis signed Jonny Evans and James 
Chester to bolster his backline over the summer 
but the 35-year-old admits to relishing the com¬ 
petition. 

“When you are in the team, you need to per¬ 
form every week.”

WHAT had been five days of 
frustration at Albion has be¬ 
come a fortnight of considera¬ 
ble contemplation. 

When Tony Pulis returns to his desk, 
he will reflect on a growing injury list 
and a second straight defeat which 
flung his position under the most scru¬ 
tiny since he arrived at The Hawthorns 
a little more than nine months ago. 

For the latter, he will find no-one else to blame. 

While last Monday’s collapse at Everton stung, 
Saturday’s surrender at Crystal Palace was much 
worse, thanks to a performance lacking as much 
in intent as it did craft and creativity. 

Albion failed to register a serious shot on target 
until the game was already lost and when Palace 
finally did breach their defences through Yan¬ 
nick Bolasie, midway through the second half, it 
was merely justice for a performance of patience 
against an adventure-free opponent. 

Frustration 

Pulis’ post-match frustration bordered on 
anger, but it was an emotion shared with the 
1,300 travelling supporters, many of whom awoke 
before dawn and travelled more than 100 miles 
to watch such an insipid display against a Pal¬ 
ace team which, while talented, does not deserve 
tactics usually reserved for playing the likes of 
Barcelona. 

Albion’s investigations of a home defence, 
which looked shaky on the rare occasions it was 
tested, never got beyond the exploratory. 

It was football, but not as many people know it 
and certainly not in the form which makes them 
fall in love with the game, or with a club. 

Is there a tougher team in the Premier League 
to watch than Albion right now? It’s doubtful. 

Two instants, early in the second half, summed 
things up. 

The first came when striker Salomon Rondon, 
the Baggies’ £12million record signing, showed 
excellent defensive instincts to intercept a dan¬ 
gerous Bolasie cross, after the Palace winger had 
burst into the box. 

Rondon advanced confidently out of his pen¬ 


alty area and launched a downfield pass a second 
before looking up and realising that, at 25 yards 
from his own goal, he was the Baggies most ad¬ 
vanced player. 

A less obvious, but perhaps more telling mo¬ 
ment came soon after. As Boaz My hill held the 
ball in his hands, trying to eke out every possible 
second, Baggies defender Craig Dawson waved 
his arms and shouted frantically at his goalkeeper 
in the hope of starting a quick attack. 

Myhill glanced at his team-mate but carried on 
grasping the ball, his natural instinct to attack 
over-ridden by instruction to hold back. 

This lack of ambition was further highlighted 


in Pulis’ half-time decision to remove Saido Be- 
rahino, Albion’s greatest goal threat, because he 
wasn’t doing enough for the defence. Yet there 
is irony too in that, as ultra-conservative as the 
head coach’s tactics were, they also carried a huge 
amount of risk. 

Once Albion were set-up to claim a point, they 
had to get it, for the end to justify the means. 

Once behind, they had no response, with play¬ 
ers drilled to be cautious unable to break out of 
those shackles - the fact Pulis’ men failed to reg¬ 
ister a shot in the 21 minutes between Bolasie’s 
opener and Yohan Cayabe might be the most 
damning statistic of all. 


Stoke’s win 
puts pressure 
on Sherwood 

Villa 0 Stoke 1 

MARKO Arnautovic increased the 
pressure on Villa boss Tim Sherwood 
as Stoke claimed their first Premier 
League away win since February. 

The midfielder struck to secure suc¬ 
cessive wins for Mark Hughes’ resur¬ 
gent side in a deserved 1-0 victory at 
Villa Park. 

The Potters’ last away Premier 
League win came in Sherwood’s first 
game in charge at Villa in February. 

Arnautovic had already seen a goal 
disallowed in the first half while Char¬ 
lie Adam’s audacious 60-yard lob almost 
had the visitors in front. 

But Arnautovic won it 10 minutes 
after the break as slapdash defending 
from the hosts cost them. 

Villa failed to mount a response after 
going behind and remain winless in the 
Premier League since the opening day, 
losing the last four, and only implosions 
from Sunderland and Newcastle stopped 
Villa slipping to the bottom of the table. 

Jack Grealish was benched in the 
week that saw him pledge his interna¬ 
tional future to England, while Mame 
Diouf replaced the injured Xherdan 
Shaqiri. 

But without Grealish Villa lacked any 
spark with Stoke, worryingly for Sher¬ 
wood, comfortable. 

An early sweeping move left Villa open 
at the back and Bojan spotted Diouf’s 
run, only for Micah Richards to produce 
a superb block when the striker pulled 
the trigger. 

Stoke dictated the play, but the game 
lacked real quality until Adam almost re¬ 
peated his wonder goal against Chelsea 
after 18 minutes. 

The midfieldernearly scored but Brad 
Guzan tipped it aside. 

Villa apologise for

A statement on the club’s website 
said: “We would like to apologise to sup¬ 
porters who look forward to attending 
open training and we will explore the 
possibility of staging an event later in 
the season, subject to our fixture list.” 
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
